CRISIS HAS PASSED

Papers Voice Hope That Relationsof Countries Will
Now Improve.

UNDERSTANDING HELD
AS HIGHLY DESIRABLE

Fress as a Whole Has Made ComparativelyLittle Comment
on Concessions.

BKRiJX. September 4..The news °f
he settlement of the crisis "between
Germany and the United States, by rea011of Germany modifying: her subnarinecampaign, has as yet evoked
omparatively little comment in the
ierman press. Public attention has
een concentrated mainly on the vie-
ones in ine east ana rumors 01 an

mpending new campaign, so that little
iscussion on the American situation
s being- heard.
The Tageblatt ami the Frankfurter
leitung. however, print leading ediorialarticles, which evince hearty
atisfaction that a conflict with the
"nited States has been avoided, and
xpress the hope that the relations beweenthe two countries from now on
vill continue to improve.

Issue Graver Than Assumed.
The chief editor of the Tageblatt,
'heodor Wolff, after pointing out that
he situation has been far graver than
ras generally assumed in Germany,
rgues that the understanding with the
nited States was highly desirable, not
nly because of the effect which a
reak would have had on the Balkan
ituation, with its delicate negotiaons.but because there could be nothigmore illogical for Germany imagial.dethan a conflict with the United
tales over such a question.
"The submarine issue," Herr Wolff

Ays, "which is capable of exercisingdecisive effect upon the final outcome
f the war, could scarcely have been
icdified, but the concession that pasengersteamers will be torpedoed only
fter a warning and after non-comatants'safely has been assured, cer-
linlv will not affect so vitally the ultilateresult."

Proof of Friendly Disposition.
Herr Wolff says he hopes and ex-
ects the American people will accept
le attitude of the German government
s trustworthy proof of its peaceful
rid friendly disposition. He hbpes, too,
lat the American government will
ike into consideration in future steps
gainst England.
"It is further to be hoped," he adds,
that no one in Germany will fail to
ppreciate the motives which influncedthe choice of underHtandine- in-
Lead of conflict. Our friendship with
le American people undeniably has
Liffered during the war and scarcely
in be expected to regain its former
armth immediately, but the differncesare of a temporary nature. There
re no deep-rooted conflicts of interests
j perpetuate them."

Compromise Advocated.
The Frankfurter Zeitung in an artilewritten before the publication of
he news from Washington that Germanyhad agreed to a revision of her
ubmarine campaign, but in anticipaionof such an eventuality, says: "Not
nlv will a peaceful solution of the
uestion be greeted with deep satisfacionas disappointing the hope of Geriany'3enemies, but other far more imiortantconsiderations speak in favor
if avoiding a conflict with the United
tates. Millions or Americans of Gernanblood would be thrown into a
ragic situation, torn between the land
>f their allegiance and that of their
raditions. The reawakening of Gernanconsciousness and pride in German

FRENCH FUERSACTIVE
IN MANY WAR ZONES

Achieve Success Against Enemies in

Various Parts of Europe.
Is Claim.

PARIS, September 4..The French
ministry of marine has given out a

note outlining the operations of the
naval aeroplane squadron since the

opening of hostilities.
"The marine aviation service has

made continual progress, showing
marked development from day to day,*'
the note says. "It has operated not

only in France but in Egypt, where it
assisted in the defense of the Suez
canal; on the Syrian coast, where it
aided effectively the blockade operations,and in the Adriatic, taking activepart in the actions in the Gulf of
Triest.
"In the north of France our aeroplaneskeep watch over the shores and

sea. Their particular objective has
been destruction of the enemy's submarines;also bombardment of the enemy'scommissary bases at Bruges,
Zeebrugge and Ostend, and apprehensionor destruct'on of Zeppel'ns.

Drop Three Hundred Bombs.
"Last week, notwithstanding heavy

Constantinople Inclines to Pessimism

and Weighs Consequences
of Defeat, Is Claim.

PARIS, September 4..A dispatch to

the Havas Agency from Bucharest datedSeptember 1 says:
"Constantinople telegrams say that

the committee of union and progress is

beginning to have doubts as to the final

victory of Germany and is considering
the consequences of defeat. It has

given orders that Greeks and Bulgariansbe treated with all consideration.
Other foreigners, including belligerents,are closely watched, but are not

being molested.
"No more German artillery engineer

officers are. arriving and attempts are

being made to train Turkish officers to

replace them. These attempts are

meeting with only little success.
"The great fear in Turkish official

circles is that Bulgaria will refuse the
agreement proposed, and that Germany
will fail in her negotiations with Rumaniafor the transit of munitions. The
opinion in Constantinople generally inclinesto pessimism."

GERMANY NEEDS NEW
COMMERCIAL FIELDS

Dr. Dernburg Tells Why Nation
Should Turn to South

America.

LONDON, September 4..Telegraphing
from Amsterdam, Iteuter's correspondentsays that on his election as presidentof the German Economical Associationfor South and Central Amer-
ica, formed in Berlin, Wednesday, with
a view to expanding German industrial
interests on the American continent,
I)r. Bernhard Dernburg, in a speech of
thanks; said:
"At the present time Germany has

but a few friends in the world. Sentimentin South America is divided, and
the real neutrality of North America is
doubtful. It is not uninteresting to reimember that Viscount Haldane (then
British lord high chanceller) at ManjChester explained to the merchants
that now was their chance to snatch
from (Jprmanv fnrfupr nnnimprcial

supremacy.

Would Turn to South America.
"Continuance of the war will compel

us to find new openings, for the commercialrecapture of markets now lost
will become more difficult.. Without
coal and iron South America .will alwaysbe dependent on industrial states.
Therefore the investing of more caplital in South America would be well
worth while with a view to gaining
lost ground. Besides strengthening

\ our economical influence it would be
J important also to obtain the moral inIfluence which hitherto has been greatlyunderestimated.

Few Friends Among Neutrals.
"We not only have failed to understandthe sentiment in southern

America, but even that of other peo)pies, and therefore find few friends
among the neutrals. This is greatly
the fault of the Germans, who must
learn to understand peoples and to
introduce German achievements in
science and technics among them with
more discretion than heretofore. Only
too often the German merchant shows
that lack of friendly disposition
toward merchants abroad which is of
special weight with the southern
peoples." *

FLIER RESCUES COMRADE !
BEHIND GERMAN LINES j

PARIS, September 4..Adjt. Bertin J
of the French Aviation Corps has been
cited in the orders of the day, and
awarded the decoration of the Legion }
of Honor for alighting behind the Germanlines and bringing back in safety
Adjt. Boyer, who was compelled to set
fire to his machine as the result of an

accident.
Both aviators were engaged in reconInoiterintrexpeditions in the same direc-

tion. Bertin's landing point was about
four miles beyond that of Boyer. On returniugafter executing his mission,
Bertin saw Boyer s machine in flames.
He landed in face of a heavy fire, pickedup his comrade and flew back to the
French lines, with a fragment of a shell
in his thigh. The aeroplane was struck
in ninety-eight places by bullets and
pieces of shells.
